« crates Was 1 by one of his Servants, he ſaid, Sir- 
rah, I would beat you if I were not angry ”- Remarkable 
is that alſo of Philip King of Macedon when the Athenians 
ſent their Ambaſſadors to him, they were received with 
this Complement, Tell me Gentlemen, ſaid King Philip, 
what I ſhall do to oblige the Athenians ? Demochares one 
of the 'Ambaſſadors told him, that he would take it for a 
great Obligation if he would be pleaſed to hang himſelf; 
while the Standers by were filled with Indijgnation, the 
King fent the Ambaſſadors back with this Mcflage ; that
